© EXAMINATION DF BERGFELD.
Conslderable Interest Taken in The Case
by:The Feople.

Justice Schutz’ court room was filled
to suffocation Friday nightat7:30, byan
anxivae crowd to listén to the testimony
taken in the case of the state of Oregon
sgainet Wm. Bergfield, nccused of the
poisoning of his mother-in-law, Mrs.
Matilda Rogers.

The prosecution nponed by calling Dr.
Hollister, the physlcian who had been

called tosttend decessed on the morn-
ing of her death, Ie reached the house

about 8 o'clock, or & little before, snd

unnsusl sppearances to indicate that
death had resnlted from poisoning. Con-
siderable time waa taken up by questions
relative to the action of poisons on the
human system. OConversations between
witness and Mr, and Mrs. Bergfeld, re-
garding the funeral were detailed; and
the condition of the body wna described, |,
a8 -the. witnees. found it. -Thers was

nothing apparent by which he could tell

the cause of desth, and sll that he knew

respecting tho casé he hauddearned frow
Mrs, Bergicld. Itwas sscertained that

the poizon Rough on Rats, and some

landanum, was in the house. Witnees

sent;an andertaker to the bhouse by re-

quesat of Bergfeld. No further instroe-

tions, There was no glses nor nothing

in the room to show that deceased had

taken a dose of any natare. No signs of

frothing &t the mouth. Body appeared

nataral for a corpse. Telegrams and

messages were prepared to notify friends
at s distance of the death. The time

neceseary to keep the body until these

could arrive was diecussed. Conditions

of the stomach in cases of poison were

explained by witness, Had never heard

of o case of death from taking chloride
of zinc.

D, L. Cates was called by the prosecu-
tion. Witness had a conversation with
defendant on the street the day of the
funeral. In his capscity as sheriff he
had previously served some papers on
deceased, and Mr., and Mra, Bergfeld, in
a sult of the First National bank. Mra,
Rogers told him that she koew noth-
ing of the cause of sction; that she
was living in dread of Bergfeld ; that he
had threatened hor life; thst he had
drawn a revolver on her son,ete. These
things witness told to defendant that
day ; defendsnt 2aid if decessed said ehe
didn’t know of the suit eshe wasa —
old liar; eaid his family was wealthy
and would prosecute any one circulating
damaging reports sbout his character.
Told the coroner what Mre, Rogers had
gaid, and told others who ssked him
about it.

Joseph Nitschke was called by prose-
cution. Arrived at the house st 7:30 a.
m. as undertaker, Found the body in
the bed, covered over, and s haodker-
chief over the head and under the face
to keep the chin in place. After talking
with Mr. and Mra, Bergfeld about keep-
ing the body four or five days, proceeded
with an assistant {o embalm and pre-
pare the body for keeping it. Used 3%
quarts of embalming preparation. One
quart was placed in thestomach. Found
the corpse natural ; no signs of froth at
the mouth; arms and legs nataral fora
corpee.’ Had taken a sampleof the Auid
from the eame bottle used that day and
gave it to the coroner, The fluid comes
in balk, 5 gallon kegs, and is drawn off
in-bottles for use.

" After the testimony of this witnees
had been taken court adjourned until 9
a. m. Saturday.

On reasscmbling this morping await-
awaiting witnesses J, H, Flak,and L. V,
Hampton, from Portland, and F. N. and
Bve Spicer from Antelope, thé court
admitted defendant to beil in the sam of
$2,500, with the undersianding that he

Chloride of zinc was unquestionably a
poison. Eulphate of zine may possibly
produce death. Made one trip to the
Rogers' farm on the day of the death,
did not see the deceased alive when I
arrived. My judgment as to the ecause
of death was based on the information
of Mre Bergfeld. Decided apoplexy to
be the cange. Accidents to workingmen
resulting from zinc poisoning often
canged by arsenic. Chloride of zinc is
a corrogive poison, cansed by the chlor-
ine in the compound.

sll the Intestinal tract, the liver, kid-
neys, spleen, and heart; also some
bloody fluid that remained in the jar
that had cozed out of the organs. The
liver, kidneys, spleen and Intestines
werp complete. The heart had a eat in
it, which probably was done at the post
mortem examination. The stomach was
separated out and placed in & new clean
platter that had been washed in distilled
water, The stomach was opened, and
was found comparatively empty, with
the exception of a few pieces of meat,
and eocme bloody flutd of & strong ‘acid
reaction, which wasemptied into a clean
glm jar and set aride.

The stomach was highly inflamed ‘and
covered with purple spots, especially at
the eardic opening. We closely ex-
amined the internalsorface of the stom-
ach with a magnifying glase, and found
it coated with a crystaline substance, as
though it hud beeh sprinkled with salt,
which appeared to have inflamed the
lining of the stomach. We picked off
eight of thess crystale, washed them in
distilled water, and then weighed them,
they weighed 10-100 of s grain. We
placed them between two watch erystals
 ard set them aside for™ future examioa.
tion; then washed the stomach with
distilled water and emptied the wash-]
ings into & glaea jar coutaining ‘the 'con-
tents of the stomach. We then opened
the intestines, and found them inflamed
and in some placesalmost eaten through.
Abont 18 inches below the commence-
ment of the emall intestines a wedlum
sized gall etone was found.
